LONDON (CP) Indications 
grew today that Britain and Rus- 


sia are planning a decisive step 
shortly in Iran (Persia) where 
reports of Nazi infiltration have 
brought a second protest from 
London and Moscow. 

The Daily Mail said “we can- 
not afford to go slow here” and 
called the country “on Germany's 
road to India.” It claimod Britain 


had been caught napping when a 
revolt in Iraq threatened the en- 
tire middle position. Pro- 
tracted fighting, which the Brit- 
ish charged was instigated by 
the Germans in Iraq, finally 
ended with withdrawal of Ger 
man élements and reinstallation 
of the rightful government. 
TOURISTS 
Informed sources estimated 
about 35,000 German tourists and 
technicians, many of them at key 
communication points, now are 
in Iran, which has borders on 
Russia and India.

Japan In Predicament 





Will Not f 


Japan will not go to war 
either Great Britain or the United 


States, in the opinion of Major 
General Arthur E. Grasett, C.B., 
D.S.O., M.C., who for two and a 


half years has been in command 
of the British forces in China, 

The Canadian-born general 
freely discussed Japan’s predica 
ment in an interview at the Em 
pr Hotel this morning. He ar- 
rived with his wife over the week 
end from Hongkong 

“The Japanese have never been 
up against anything good and 
we’re now extremely strong in 
Malaya,” said General Grasett 
“You can make a point of that, 
if you like. Any attempt to take 
Singapore would be a_ heavy 
undertaking.” 

Landing of Japanese forces in 
Indo-China was no surprise to the 
British. The general observed he 
had traveled a lot since then, but 
added significantly: “They had a 
whole fleet of transports knock- 
ing around; we knew weeks pro- 
viously just what they intendea 
to do.” 

“They (the Japs) will take any- 
thing they can get for nothing.” 

General Grasett referred to 
Japan's unenviable position as the 
too] of Hitler. 


LET DOWN TWICE 

“She had been let down twice-- 
when Nazi Germany ‘signed the 
nonaggression pact with Soviet 
Russia, and she completely lost 
her equilibrium when Hitler went 
to war with Russia, with whom 
Japan had reluctantly been com- 
pelled to acknowledge friendship. 

“Were Russia to crumble, and 
she doesn’t. look Iike it yet, Japan 
would probably step in and seize 
the Vladivostok province.

Man Drowned 
On Family Picnic 


A family picnic at Sooke River 








yesterday ended tragically when 
the father, Robert Burns Mug 
ford, 32, of Sooke, drowned while 
swimming 

Mr. Mugford who was in the 
toyal Canadian Navy Fisher 
men’s Reserve, had taken his 
wife and three children, Patricia, 
eight years old, John, five years, 
and Peter, three, for a picnic at 
the river about three and a half 


miles from Milnes Landing. 
A powerful man but not a good 
swimmer, Mugford dived into a 


pot hole and swam to the opposite | 


bank of the river, a distance of 
ibout 20° yards. As he was 
climbing out of the water on a 
large smooth boulder he slipped, 
striking his head. The blow 
made a deep gash in his forehead 
and knocked him unconscious,

Powerful Red Army counter- 
attacks, costing the Germans at 
least 25,000 men on the central 
and northern Ukrainian front, 
were reported today by the Rus- 
sians. 

Authoritative sources in Lon- 
don said the Germans apparently 
have launched a major new 
offensive in the north, aimed at 
Leningrad from Estonia. 

This drive, they said, seems to 
be timed with the final with- 
drawal of Marshal Semeon 
Budenny’s Russian forces across 
the Dnieper River on the Ukraine 
flank of the eastern front. 

Loss of the big Russian ship- 
building port of Nikolaev and 
the mining centre of Kirvoi Rog 
has been acknowledged in Mos- 
cow. 

The Nazi high command 
claimed Red Army forces in the 
southern Ukraine have fallen still 
farther back toward the lower 
Dnieper. The Germans said the 
Russian withdrawal had become 
a flight, a rout.

Tracking of Bismarck 


Now Ofi ficially Told 


WASHINGTON (AP)—An of- 
ficial report from a United States 
observer aboard the American- 
built flying boat which discovered 
the German battleship Bismarck 
for the British navy has been re 
leased, disclosing the plane stuck 
with -the chase although hit at 
least twice in “a terrific anti:

Among other rescued sailors ar- 
riving were part of a ship's crew 
who had spent seven days on the 
ocean with only three biscuits, a 
quarter pint of water and some 
condensed milk each day. 

“When we abandoned ship after 
a raider shelled the vessel we 
found some of the lifeboats were 
waterlogged,” said one sailor. 
“Eleven men got into our lifeboat 
and afterwards we picked up six 
more from rafts. We hung around 
all next day in the hope of pick- 
ing up more men, but all we 
found were an empty lifeboat and 
some empty rafts. Altogether 
about 29 men were lost.”
